ORIGIN OF CORN. 

Ptant Was First Qrovvn Under Trop- 
leal ar RMk-Tropieal Oondltlona. 

Ai to the origin of the corn plant, 
there Is a general agreement among 
authorities that it developed among 
tropical or sub tropical conditions. As 
to the hemisphere in which It orl^ 
Inated. there has been tiinslderable 
dlR<u.<Hlon. but. the consensus of 
opinion among the botanists of to-day 
is that It originated In America. The 
emlneiit Frem h bo'anlst. I)e Candolle, 
after consMcrini; the evidence rela- 
tive to Its oriKln. says: "From all 
these facts we conclude that maize ia 
not a native of the old world. It be- 
came rapidly diffused In It after the 
ilisriivi'iy (if America, and thin very 
r i| >ii'^ I liiiiiilefes the proof that, had 
It ixlsii l ;inywhere In Asia or Af- 
rica. It would have iilayeil an im- 
portant i>art In agriculture for thou- 
sands of years." lie then goes on to 
show the greater antlijulty of corn In 
America. He h.iys that when Ameri- 
ca was discovered It was a staple 
crop from the I.a I'lala to the T'ntted 
States, had names In every native 
language, and was found In the tombs 
of the Mound Hullders of North 
America, the tombs of the Incas and 
in catacombs of Peru. He further 
mentions its connection with the re- 
ligious ceremonies of the ancient 
Mexicans and Peruvians and argues 
from this a very great antiquity In 
those regions fur tt to havi- h.'i oiin' so 
supremely ini i'<irf .int The fart that 
there was .'i n uiiN-r of varieties of 
com in Aiin rlca when the Kuro|iean8 
came also points to :i long period ot 
cultivation |ire\liuis to that titne Do 
Candolle Inclines to the belief that 
New Granada was the original home 
of the corn plant. 

Since the discovery of America com 
haa been carried to practically all 
parts ot the world where the condi- 
tions are at all favorable to Its 
growth, and we may expect that, dur- 
ing the present century. It will be 
taken to many more. — Q. A. Croats

One man who said he thought he 
did not bave so much moldy com, waa 
surprised when the Brat load came In 
to And quite a large amount of It, 
and said tl.at none of It should go into 
the crib: that he thought If the 
weather got damp and warm it would 
help to spoil other com in the crib. 

Another farmer who u uullv looks 
pretty closely to his corn, paid that 
he got two ears from the field ahout a 
month ago, before the corn was very 
hard; one of tbam was of the type he 
aeleoted for ssed and the other one 
was partly affected with the dry mold, 
so prevalent last year. Without think- 
ing of what might happen, lie tied the 
two ear* together and hung thorn oa 
the north aide of b building, where 
they had remained. On taking them 
down recently, the seed ear waa found 
to be moldy on the aide next to the 
other ear, for a apaaa of tra ar Ml 

rows wide. 

Not a few farmers are of the opin- 
ion thit the nicilil lives In the soil or 
In tlio ruli!il-;h of the field, especially 
If tlie niolily ears are thrown down 
whi n found or are left In the Held, and 
thus Is carried over from year to year. 
Perhaps the mold is not so apparent 
this season as usual because of a lack 
of just the klad ot wsat k ir to propa- 
gate It 

One of the best com experts In the 
state, H. A. Winter, of Wenona, aald 
laat year he believed tbat this dry rot 
may have been the cause of so much 
poor seed com. It frequently happeaa 
tkat aa otkerwise good looking ear haa 
a traoa of tauM around the tipa ot tka 
grataa )aat aezt the cob, perhapa only 
oa one alda or one oad. aad ao te oror

I with Barnyard Manurea. 

I Wo are more than ever convinced 
\ of the great value to every farmer of 
\ lulng ground phosphate rock In his 
{ stables and In bis manure heaps. The 
natural phoepbate haa been worksd 
out of a large proportion of our soils. 
Farmers notice a growing uncertainty 
in their grain crop. They lay it to 
the seasons, but the real diScuIty is 
that the soil has io.itt b<>ine of its 
orlgtaal elements. Tho soil la like 
the animal body in Ita demand for 
food. The three things, nitrogen, 
phoephoms and potash, that the body 
roquirea in food, the land requires. 
AU this summer long, just as in pre- 
vloua aununers. every (armor haa 
boaa piling up manure from hia 
ho r saa and aome from bla cattle in 
tko kamyard and it has been rained 
upon aad tha hot sun haa ahone on it 
and a very large pait of Ita yataa baa 
gone Into the air. 

How ea.^y it would bave been to 
hare provided one s self with phos- 
phate ro( k and sprinkled the manure 
hoAps each wook with a sufllcicut 
atoount to absorb and hold the am- 
monia, whk-h is nltroKon. Then, 
when tho farmer hauls out that 
manure In ilio fall to the nioadow- 
land that he is to plant with corn 
next spring, ho not only has saved 
a great waate of nitrogen but he haa 
added the very phosphorus tho soil 
needs. As farmers, says a writer lu 
Hoard's Dairyman, we must bei;in to 
'i i;anixe our knowledge and thought 
more In tbe line of getting hack to 
;he original fertility of our land. Sea- 
soiia bave their effect, but they do not 
play aa great a part as wo think 
Somehow it will be noticed that gcHxi, 
rlob, well-drained land glvea a fair crop 
in almost any kind of a season The 
flrat thought of a good farmer abouKi 
be tko keepldg up of the fertility uf 
hte land. It la almost a crime to 
haadto maaure ao as to waate the 
valaakto part ot It

The day of the inaugnratloa waa 
cold, and there waa first rain, then 
snow, but the crowd was one of tbe 
largest ever eeea at aa Inauguration, 
aad there was a warm Breetlag from 
the people to the aew ■oreraor. The 
eereaMBlee took place In a large stand 
la front of the Legislative building. 

Deokham and Gov. -elect Wlllson 
rode to the stand together in a car- 
riage, and Mr. Be«kl(ym, after ^ very 
brief epeeeh. tatr eda c ed Mr. WiUeon 
to the peoplei Whea he oovTd make 
his voice heard above the cheering 
Mr. Wlllson delivered the speech al- 
ready outlined, then turned to Chief 
Justice ORear, and said. "Mr. Chief 
JaeUoe. I am ready to take the oath." 
With head apUfted, his face pale, and 
hIa month firmly set. he listened to 
the n adlng of the oath of office, then 
signified his loyalty to the Coauaoa- 
wealth and tbe Constitutloa bf a ftaa 
"I do" aad a aod ot his head. 

The polltieal feature of the week, 
besides the inauguration, has been 
the President's positive statement to 
several men who have called on him, 
and to two senators that he will not 
ma for presideat Wata. It to poml- 
ble that he wttl make aaother public 
MateaMat. but be is aoC Ukely to, aa 
ha haa already marie one very strong 
OM, and has repealed it several tiroes, 
aad does ni.t fii-l ttiat It would be 
dignified for him to keep -oa saying 
the same thing over aad afur. It is 
kaowa. however, that he hae fot afUr 
the oCnee holders who are shouting 
for a third term, and that several of 
the most prominent of them will be 
removed from office if they do not

"To pall BP every auke In oar aofr 
Btituttoa aeema herolo troatmoat, aad 
If done would throw npoa tho paopla 
added reaponsiblllty In tha aalaetioa 
of their rapresenUtlves. If daaaiflea- 
tloB la to be the plaa adopted. It 
ahonld ba left to a ooaalaalon of at 
least Ave members appointed l>7 tne 
governor, one from each of the four 
aiatora, wboao eombined eSorta have 
made aa all wa ara— obo from mant^ 
facture, one from mining, one from 
commerce, one from agriculture. This
